WILMINGTON- The findings of 
special researcher Dr. Margaret 
Reid .has led to the Wilmington 
school administration giving serious 
thought to how they might change

Over 80% of parents polled stated 
that they were either satisfied or 
very satisfied with the current 
Inclusion Plan, with 95% of polled 
parents stating that there was open 
communication between themselves 
and the IEP team. 

One of Reid’s major suggestions 
was the need to create an adminis- 
tratively supported committee that 
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was placed under the guidance of an 
outside consultant. This committee 
could then help the Wilmington 
administration identify a single 
inclusion model and implement it 
across the district. 

Once such a plan is selected, the 
committee could then identify the

Honoring Bobby Spires 


Beyond the Call of Duty

*TEWKSBURY - When Fred Shine got the call from Tom 
Germuga, he took action. While in then Commander 
Germuga’s company, Shine’s friend Bobby Spires was shot 
and killed in Vietnam on May 12, 1969 in an ambush at the 
Michelin Rubber Plantation. Bobby’s friend and comrade in 
the company, Jim Gazza, tried to pull Bobby out and was also 
killed in the ambush. 

‘Even though Fred and Bobby went to two different high 
schools, Fred graduated from Wilmington High and Bobby 
from Tewksbury, the two became part of a group of friends 
from Bobby’s neighborhood. 

‘Last week Shine and Spires’ other childhood friends, John 
Allen and Jean Sullivan, were all in attendance for a meeting 
at the Tewksbury Country Club with Germuga. 

Germuga and his wife Linda came to Tewksbury from 
Allentown, Pennsylvania to honor Bobby’s life and his service 
to our country where he paid the ultimate sacrifice. 

:Massachusetts is the seventh state for Germuga where a sol- 
dier from his company has been laid to rest. Germuga has so 
far travelled to Illinois, Missouri, New York, Georgia, 
Tennessee and Virginia to honor those brave soldiers in his 
company who have fallen and to comfort friends and family 
members left behind. 

‘Germuga told the Crier, “There were 160 troops killed in 
action from our company, and we remember all of them.” 

Spires’ sister Donna Pedersen was 28 years old when she got 
the news of her brother’s death. The police went to the Town 
Hall where she worked to tell her boss to send her home. 

Pedersen, now of Chelmsford, and her two daughters Janet 
Aslanian of Hudson, NH and Robin McMeniman of Nashua, 
NH were also present to honor his service to our country. 

Pedersen told the Crier, “I was really surprised when Fred 
called me.”

killed in action at Tae Ninh, Vietnam on March 12, 1969 while 
serving with the Army’s 1st Calvary Division. Spires’ brother 
Richard lost his right leg that previous June while serving as 
a corporal with the US 3rd Marine Division. Richard Spires 
now resides in Florida. 

Spires, born in Portland, Maine, had lived in Tewksbury 13 
years prior to serving in the Army and was a 1967 graduate of 
Tewksbury Memorial High School. A tribute to Bobby was 
published in the Merrimack Valley Advertiser. 

Shine’s eyes filled with tears as he remembered his friend 
with whom he spent time in the Lucille Drive neighborhood 
off of Salem St. in Tewksbury. Shine, also known as “Skip,” 
was dating a girl Bobby had introduced him to and spent a lot 
of time in the neighborhood along with Sullivan and Allen who 
lived nearby. 

Shine tells the story of how he and Bobby were supposed to 
join together, but Shine ended up enlisting in the Navy. Shine 
spoke of Jim Gazza, the soldier killed while trying to pull 
Spires out, with great sadness. “That would have been me,” 
said Shine, “if I had joined with Bobby.” 

Shine had more work to do though, and has established four 
Memorial monuments in Wilmington to fallen soldiers from 
the Town. A memorial to SP5 Robert W. Parent of the 227th 
Battalion is located at the Old Town Hall on Middlesex 
Avenue, a memorial to Richard Welch, 173 Airborne Brigade 
is located on Main St. and Bridge Lane, a memorial to PFC 
John J. Fullerton, Jr. U.S. Army is located at Silver Lake on 
Grove Ave. and a memorial to Marine John A. Rich is located

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on Lowell Street near Textron. 

John Allen Rich is from Wilmington, but is listed as from 
Mesa, AZ. He grew up on Main Street, near the Butters‘Raw 
Bridge near the old Yentile Farm and was killed in action in 
August of 1966, Wilmington’s first causality of the Vietnain 
War. 

“This is my third time going to Bobby’s grave,” said, Shine 
who now lives in Burlington, MA with his wife, Karen.’ ~* 

Spires’ grave, located in Tewksbury Cemetery on East. Street 
is directly next to his friend LCPL George Kyricos who was 
killed on August 23, 1968 while serving in the Marine Corps. ~ 

Spires and Germuga served with B Company as part of the 
Bravo Division also known as Mongoose Bravo, 1st Battalion, 
5th Calvary Regiment, 1st Calvary Division (air mobilé), 
Germuga spent 10 months in Vietnam from November’ 1968 
until September of 1969, and in March his rank was Sergeant 
(E-5).Germuga was squad leader then promoted to ‘Staff 
Sergeant (E-6) in June and then finished his service with fhat 
rank. He has received many medals including a Silver Star 
Medal (1st Bronze Oak Leaf Cluster) an Bronze Star Medal (1 
Oak Leaf Cluster with V for Valor), Purple Heart Medal (ist 
Bronze Oak Leaf Cluster), and many more. 

Germuga’s wife Linda told the Crier of her experience and 
fear of loss dreading the knock on the door, “I used to sit out: 
side with our daughter and hold my breath as (uniformed offi 
cers] drove by.” 

Mrs. Germuga told the group, “Thank you all for coming. tt 
made it very special for Tom and me.”

The easier, more 
egnvenient payment method 
is, PayByPhone which allows 
customers to pay parking 


fees } using any phone or 
any , -internet connected 
device. PayByPhone is 


already used by more than 
72% of MBTA customers 
parking in ‘honor box’ lots 
throughout the transit. sys-

-Andther convenient option 
fof-clstomers i is the monthly 
permit system, which 
-itludes a built-in discount. 
At ‘thonor box’ lots where the 
daily “parking fee is com- 
monly $4.00, a $70.00 month- 
ly- permit can save daily 
parking customers up to 
$30;00'a month. In August, 
monthly permits will have 
another benefit when they 
become ‘universal.’

The German expression “Gesundheit” issues blessings of 

{good health” following a sneeze. Rooted in tradition and 
‘religion “Gesundheit” was used to ward off illnesses. In fact 

~ historians believe a sneeze was a precursor to the plague 
during the Dark Ages and the blessing averted disease and 
suffering. Likewise, “God bless you” or “Bless you” was 
used i in English, believed to prevent evil spirits from enter- 
_ing the body through the nostrils. 

“Today we know sneezes can be linked to seasonal allergies 
‘which are linked to spring, a time when trees bloom and 
pollen is released into the air. Sixty-four percent of 
Massachusetts consists of forest: American beech, 
American elm - also known as the Massachusetts state tree 

(sycamore, jupiter and other trees in your very own back- 
yard can contribute to allergic rhinitis, also known as hay 
fever.

“gomes out of the atmosphere and into your car. It clogs up 

“yents inside the vehicle. Your cabin air filter should be 

checked at least twice a year, depending on your mileage

_areas - you’re breathing in dirt.” The filter can get also get 
“moldy, he adds. 

Mold allergies occur with exposure to its fungus. For

Pets also bring pollen inside on their paws and fur and need 
grooming to keep both allergens and dander at bay. 

Although not a seasonal allergy, dust mites are another 
trigger. Dust mites feed on dead skin cells. Its microscopic 
droppings can cause asthma and allergies. “It can be every- 
where - fabric, curtains and carpets,” said Newhouse. 
Mattress covers, bed sheets, blankets, stuffed toys, bed and 
couch pillow covers should be washed once a week in hot 
water. Protect. pillows, mattresses and box springs with 
plastic, airtight covers. Declutter rooms and keep animals 
out. of the bedrooms to reduce dander and dust. 

“It’s important to always vacuum,” Newhouse continued. 
“Dust mites like warm, humid temperatures. Dehumidifiers 
and air conditioning help because it keeps the home cooler.” 

Keep windows closed and the air conditioner on when 
pollen counts are high or on breezy days. You can check the 
pollen forecast online through sites like 
www.pollen.com/allergy-forecast.asp and be sure to have 
both your air and heating system serviced regularly. 

“Clean ductwork is very important,” said Rob Guptill, 
President of American Air, Inc: in Tewksbury. “A homeown-

er should have their air filter changed at least twice a year 
and maybe more depending on the situation.” 

If there are pets in the home, the air filter should be 
changed more often, Guptill said. And if someone is asth- 
matic they may need an upgraded electronic air cleaner, or 
a cold plasma air purification device. 

“The most important thing is to have a qualified technician 
out to your home at the beginning of the cooling season and 
the beginning of the heating season to check on the equip- 
ment, filters and duct system. Lots of things can be prevent- 
ed as long as the customer is proactive.” 

Being proactive about your seasonal allergies is key - both 
in and out of the home. And if you need a prescription, 
develop an action plan with your doctor. Ask about allergy 
shots for watery eyes, antihistamines for itching and sneez- 
ing, decongestants or nasal steroids for stuffy noses and 


_ warm and cold compresses for sinus relief. Always check 


with your doctor or your pharmacist before taking over-the- 
counter medication so the next time you _ hear 
“Gesundheit!” you can breathe a sigh of relief - hopefully 
it’s not meant for you!

Residents came by to 
offer their own stories of 
their personal experience 
with the disease or others 
they knew with children 
struggling with similar ill- 
nesses. According to 
Antinarelli, “One person 
explained how their child 
had been diagnosed with 
cancer and had been sub- 
jected ‘to tests and even a 
surgery to then find out 
that [the child] did not 
have cancer at all.” 

Antinarelli told the Crier, 
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“Two other families from 
the neighborhood walked 
up just saying that they 
wanted to help in any way 
they could, while another 
[mom] donated earlier 
that day, and then after 
telling her children of 
what the kids were doing,

‘Baker, a Dean’s List stu- 
dent, suffers from Muscular 
Dystrophy, a condition he 
was diagnosed with at three 
years old. His condition 
causes a weakening of mus- 
cles in his feet and hands, 
making even everyday tasks 
difficult, but that did not 
stop- him from seeking out 
Brandeis Swim and Dive 
coach Mike Kotch to find 
out if he could try out for 
the team. 

-“T had been on the swim 
team-in high school, but I

did not know if I could do it 
in college,” Baker said. 
“But coach Kotch told me 
that if I worked hard I could 
try out and be a member of 
the team.” 

Try out he did, and not 
only did the 2014 graduate of 
Austin Prep make the team, 
he proved to such an inspi- 
ration to his teammates and 
to the Brandeis community 
at large that he was recent- 
ly honored as the winner of 
the school’s Morry Stein 
Award of Valor. The award 
is presented to a student- 
athlete who has demon- 
strated courage both on and 
off the playing fields and/or 
intervened to better the 
lives of others. 

While Baker inspired his 
teammates with his tremen- 
dous dedication to the team, 
losing nearly 30 pounds dur- 
ing the course of the gruel- 
ing season, he also got the 
rest of the Judges involved 
in a much more important 
cause then even the biggest 
of swim meets. 

Once he joined the swim 
team, he enlisted the help of 
his teammates in his 
fundraising efforts. Not 
only that, Baker and the 
rest of the Judges volun- 
teered at the MDA Gala, 
known as MDA Muscle 
Team Boston in February, 
assisting with evening’s 
auction 

“It was pretty special to be 
recognized for all of that, 
but I could not have done 
any if it without my team- 
mates or my coach,” Baker 
said. 
who .pushed me to do my 
best in the pool, and they 
were the ones who were 
willing to volunteer to help 
me out with fundraising.” 

While the fundraising 
efforts may have been 
somewhat of a new experi- 
ence for some of Baker’s 
teammates, it was nothing 
new to him. For the past 
five years, since he was in 
eighth grade, Baker has 


served as a Muscular

“They were the ones” 
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Ambassador, helping to 
raise funds to support the 
fight against MD, while also 
volunteering his time at an 
MD Camp, which he also 
raised funds for this year. 

This summer Baker will 
be working at an MDA 
Camp in Portland, Maine, 
his first time ever at that 
particular camp. But he is 
no stranger to helping out at 
MDA camps, having worked 
the past three summers at 
Camp Allen in Bedford, New 
Hampshire. Camp Allen is 
very special to Baker, as it 
is the camp he attended 
while growing up. 

“It was amazing to go back 
there as a counselor,” Baker 
said. “I was a camper when 
I was younger, but when I 
was 16, I wanted to be a vol- 
unteer, and I was lucky 
enough to be able to do that. 
It was very rewarding to 
now be the role model.” 

Saying Baker is a role 
model might not be doing 
justice to just what he has 
been to so many people in 
the MDA community. Along 
with being a Good Will 
Ambassador, Baker has 
been so much _ more. 
Between participating in 
the Muscle Team event for 
the past several years, as 
well as volunteering at vari- 
ous camps, just a few weeks 
ago Baker was also induct- 
ed into Dustin Pedroia’s 
Heart League in recognition 
of his outstanding commu- 
nity service. The Heart 
League honors those in our 
community who “care more, 
try harder, and give that lit- 
tle bit extra.” 

Speaking of giving that lit- 
tle bit extra, that certainly 
described Baker’s determi- 
nation to be part of the 
Brandeis Swim team. 
Baker had begun swimming 
as a form of therapy back in 
sixth grade. He soon real- 
ized how much he loved 
being in the water, and 
began to dedicate more and 
more time in the pool, 
becoming better and better 
year after year, even on to 
high school.

But that was at the local 
YMCA, and even though 
Austin Prep is very compet- 
itive in all sports, that was 
still high school. Surely, 
college would prove to be a 
different story, and simply 
be too much of a burden on 
Baker’s body for him to suc- 
ceed, right? 

Well, not so much. Not 
only did Baker survive the 
season, but he thrived as a 
member of the team. And 
make no mistake about it, 
Baker was a full fledged 
member of the team, There 
were-no-spetiat privileges, 
or lighter practices for the 
walk-on with Muscular 
Dystrophy. 

“Andrew was a walk-on for 
the swim team who came to 
me letting me know that he 
had muscular dystrophy,” 
coach Mike Kotch said. “He 
ended up holding his own 
every practice and became 
a daily inspiration for the 
entire team. He never com- 
plained, never gave in to his 
muscular "limitations".” 

Baker would not have had 
it any other way. If he was 
going to be a part of this 
team, he wanted to truly be 
a member of the team. He 
knew it would be difficult 
going in, but he was deter- 
mined to be a part of the 
team, and with the help of 
Kotch and assistant coach 
Breda O’Connor, he certain- 
ly was. 

“It was certainly a lot 
more difficult than I ever 


imagined,” Baker said. “I 
definitely had’ to step it up. 
I got into weight training, 
and improved my technique 
which helped me improve. 
Also, just the sheer amount 
of swimming I did, six days 
a week, four hours a day, I 
couldn’t help but get better. 

“Everyone on the team 
was amazingly friendly and 
helped me meet my goals 
and discover what the 
Brandeis Swim & Dive team 
was all about.” 

Kotch and O’Connor were 
not the first coaches to help 
Baker.— Whentooking back 


on his swimming career, 


which started at the 
Burbank YMCA in Reading, 
he remembers with grati- 
tude two coaches who 
believed in him before any- 
body else did. Baker first 
tried out for the Burbank 
Blue Fins when he was in 
seventh grade, and while he 
did not make the team, he 
continued to work with his 
instructor at the Burbank, 
Ross Marceau, and made 
the team as an eighth grad- 
er. 

“T had taken lessons with 
Ross at the ‘Y’ and that 
really further instilled the 
love of swimming in me,” 
Baker said. “After I didn’t 
make the team, Ross just 
helped me get better and he 
worked with me all the way 
up to when I became an 
instructor myself, and I am 
still an instructor now.”

“If not for coach Taffe, I 
might not be swimming at 
all,” Baker said. 

While he has certainly 
been inspired and supported 
by his coaches, there have 
been no bigger supporters 
throughout his life than his 
family. Both is father and 
his sister also have 
Muscular—Dystrophy;—and 
they along with his mom, 
have been behind him in 
everything he does. 

“My family has just been 
great. They helped me in 
the pool and in the class- 
room,” Baker said. “They 
definitely helped me with 
my training and helped me 
keep my on the ball with 
everything I had to do.” 

And while it is not easy 
being a Dean’s List student 
at a prestigious university 
while also being a varsity 
athlete, particularly while 
battling Muscular 
Dystrophy, Baker is already 
planning on being back with 
the Brandeis Swim & Dive 
team again next season. 

“Of course I will be back,” 
Baker said enthusiastically. 
“I love being part of the 
team and I can’t wait to be 
part of it again when I get 
back to school in August.”

The boards of both organizations have carefully studied the 
potential effects of this merger with an eye toward increasing 
quality of life for existing program participants as well as for 
those to come, said O’Leary.

“JURASSIC WORLD”

‘Jurassic World’ is the 
type of sequel that fans of 
the original ‘Jurassic Park’ 
have been waiting over two 
decades to see. This may be 
the third sequel that has 
eome along, but ‘Jurassic 
‘World’ breaks away from 
‘both ‘Lost World’ and 
‘Jurassic Park II’ by creat- 
ing a timeline that ignores 
the two films. 

The film opens decades 
after the events of ‘Jurassic 
Park’ unfolded and several 
years after the successful 
launch of Jurassic World, 
the dinosaur-centric amuse- 
ment park that John 
Hammond dreamed of 
building in the original. The 
park is located on the same 
island where Jurassic Park 
took place. 

But after years of suc- 
cess and long lines of 
tourists, the park’s revenue 
is heading south and 
investors want to see some- 
thing more offered on the 
‘island. 

‘Claire. (Bryce Dallas 
Howard), the park’s opera- 
tions manager, notes that 
‘“No one’s impressed by a 
dinosaur anymore.” To help 
stir interest, Claire has 
helped facilitate the cre- 
ation of a new dinosaur: the 
Indominus rex. Director 
Colin Trevorrow seems to 
have taken a few great notes 
about this production from 
Steven Spielberg, the direc- 
tor of the original two films 
and an executive producer 
here. 

Trevorrow slowly reveals 
the dinosaurs at the park, 
building up momentum for 
the big reveal of what the 
new dinosaur looks like. He 
also pays close attention to 
the action sequences, follow- 
ing some of the templates 
that Spielberg introduced in 
the first film but making 
them his own. 

- Some of the scenes, espe- 
eially the climactic battle at 
the end, are very similar to 
the ones Spielberg created 
but with different results. 

Like in the original, the 
hero is a dinosaur expert 
who knows more about 
dinosaurs than the park offi- 
cials making all of the deci- 
Sions. Owen (Chris Pratt) is 
a raptor trainer who has 
developed a great respect 
and rapport with the ani- 
mals, and quickly realizes 
that genetically engineering 


new dinosaurs was not a 
good idea. 

After predicting the 
chaos to come, Owen is sent 
in by Claire to help rescue 
her two nephews Zach and 
Gray (Nick Robinson and 
Ty Simpkins), who are visit- 
ing the park and get stuck 
in the mayhem after the 
new dinosaur escapes its 
pen. 

While ‘Jurassic World’ is 
a sequel, it still feels fresh 
and exciting and with strong 
performances from Pratt 
and.Howard, it looks like the 
type of summer blockbuster 
that will blow away the com- 
petition. 


“LOVE AND MERCY” 
WK 

"Love & Mercy" is not 
your standard bio-pic. One 
of the biggest reasons is its 
subject, Beach Boy legend 
Brian Wilson, an unconven- 
tional artist with a stranger- 
than-fiction life to watch 
play out on screen. 

"Love & Mercy" does not 
follow the typical narrative 
format of following an indi- 
vidual’s struggle to achieve 
fame and fortune, instead 
winding up hooked on drugs 
and depressed. The film 
bounces back and _ forth 
between two distinct eras in 
Wilson's life. 

First is the turning point 
in the 1960s when he stopped 
touring with his band and 
devoted himself to more 
elaborate, Phil Spector-like 
productions and poignant 
songwriting for what would 
become the album "Pet 
Sounds." 

Second, the film jumps 
ahead to the 1980s, when 
Wilson was under the con- 
trol of psychotherapist Dr. 
Eugene Landy (Paul 
Giamatti). Landy had 
Wilson on a host of medica- 
tions, controlled his diet, his 
schedule, his friendships 
and cut him off from con- 
tact with his family. 

Despite jumping back 
and forth, it makes for an 
interesting and intimate 
portrait of Wilson. The most 
interesting choice made by 
director Bill Pohlad was to 
have Wilson portrayed by 
two different actors: Paul 
Dano as ‘60s Wilson, and 
John Cusack as '80s Wilson. 

The choice is a little 
unsettling at first. Both are 
terrific actors, and both are 
tuned into Wilson's odd per- 
sonality that both serves his 
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musical genius and makes 
him distant and difficult to 
connect with. 

Dano steals the show 
because the effort was made 
to make him resemble 
Wilson during the heyday of 
the Beach Boys. Plus it's a 
treat for fans of the band to 
ride along during the studio 
sessions for "Pet Sounds," 
or hear him work out gems 
like "God Only Knows" on 
the piano. 

No effort was expended, 
however, to make Cusack 
resemble Wilson, although 
he has the vulnerable- 
vacant gaze down. A physi- 
cal transformation is not 
necessary for every biopic, 
but it does beg the question: 
Why didn't the filmmakers 
bother to make the actor 
more Wilson-like? 

Even with that speed 
bump, "Love & Mercy" (the 
title is derived from one of 
Wilson's solo songs) is an

engrossing and entertaining 
film peppered with great 
songs and beautiful har- 
monies. 

We see snippets of the 
early days of the Beach 
Boys when they first burst 
on the scene chirping about 
the wonders of cars, girls, 
surfing and the California 
sun. We see the conflicts 
between Wilson and his con- 
trarian cousin Mike Love 
(Jake Abel), who have 
seemingly been at odds for- 
ever, but still managed to 
collaborate on such classics 
as "Good Vibrations" and 
many other Beach Boy hits. 

Wilson struggled with 
depression and drug addic- 
tion. His psychological 
issues run deep, and they 
began with his abusive 
father, Murry (Bill Camp). 
His salvation from Dr. 
Landy's clutches arrives in 
the form of Melinda 
Ledbetter (Elizabeth 
Banks). 

She met Wilson when he 
walked into her Los Angeles 
car dealership to buy a 
Cadillac. Banks' perform- 
ance is one of the best 
things about "Love & 
Mercy." She is neither a 
groupie or a diva. Ledbetter 
is a steady presence that 
helps keep Wilson grounded. 

And for all of the serious 
psychological issues it por- 
trays, "Love & Mercy" does 
not take itself too seriously. 
"Did you really spend two 
years in bed?" Ledbetter 
asks, referencing one of the 
more famous aspects of the 
Wilson Mythology. "No, 
more like three," he quips. 

Many of the folks por- 
trayed in the film are still 
alive, but the real Brian 
Wilson survived it all. At 
age 72, he starts a new sum- 
mer tour on June 18.

Get the scoop on pool sanitizers 


Many homeowners enjoy 
the convenience and recre- 
ational value of having a pool 
in their backyards. Pools can 
be a great spot to gather on 
warm days, often serving as 
the centerpiece of summer 
recreation. 

Pools require substantial 
upkeep to function properly 
and be safe for swimming. 
The right combination of fac- 
tors are needed to maintain a 
proper water balance to pre- 
vent skin and eye irritation as 
well as to ensure the water is 
clean. Sanitizers play a signif- 
icant role in ensuring that 
safety. 

First-time homeowners 
who have. never had a pool 
may find it challenging to 
choose ‘a sanitizer that will 
work for them. Each sanitizer 
has its share of pros and cons,

to find one that is both cost- 
effective and convenient. The 
following are some of the san- 
itizers to consider. 

Sodium hypochlorite, also 
known as bleach, is a com- 
mon pool sanitizer. Liquid 
chlorine does not have any 
additives and will not affect, 
pool water in any other way 
except for providing sanita- 
tion. ; 

Calcium hypochlorite is 
another sanitizing option for 
pools. It is usually sold in 
granular form because pucks 
or sticks will break down too 
quickly in chlorine feeders. 

. Dichloro-s-triazinetrione 
and_trichloro-s-triazinetrione 
are two different stabilized 
chlorine sources. They are 
mixed with a substance called 
cyanuric acid, which helps 
prevent the quick usage of 
chlorine in outdoor pools. 


Sunlight can reduce the effi- 
cacy of chlorine, and this $ta- 
-bilizer will help buffer that 
effect. Since these chlorine 
sources typically come’ -in 
pucks or tablets, they can be 
placed in feeders and will ° 
deliver consistent chlorine 
without daily maintenance. 

Salt-cell pools use’ a 
process of electrolysis to 
extract chlorine from the salt 
added to the specialized 
equipment, thus sanitizing the 
pool automatically. 

Bromine is similar to chlo- 
rine. While the byproducts of 
chlorine do not benefit pool 
water, bromine byproducts 
can continue to sanitize the 
water, making it last longer 
than chlorine. Bromine can be 
more expensive than chlorine, 
which might deter homeowh- 
ers looking for the most cost- 
effective pool sanitizer.

confidence 
surges in the 
month of June 


U.S. homebuilders are feel- 
ing more confident about their 
sales prospects than they have 
since last fall, while their out- 
look for sales over the next six 
months is at the highest level 
in 10 years. 

The National Association of 
Home Builders/Wells Fargo 
builder sentiment index 
released Monday climbed to 59 
this month, up five points from 
54, the May reading. 

Readings above 50 indicate 
more builders view sales condi- 
tions as good rather than poor. 
The latest reading is up 10 
points from a year ago and is 
at the highest level since 
September. 

Measures of current sales 
conditions and traffic by 
prospective buyers also surged. 
Builders' outlook for sales of 
single-family homes over the 
next six months also rose 
sharply. 

The robust jump in confi- 
dence among builders reflects 
improved demand for new 
homes so far this year despite 
a sluggish start to the spring 
home-selling season. A brutal 
winter shut down construction 
sites and slowed buyer traffic 
at open houses earlier this 
year. 

Job gains over the past year 
have put homebuyers in a 
stronger financial position, 
which has helped drive sales 
higher. Employers have added 
more than 3 million jobs as the 
unemployment rate has steadi- 
ly dropped to 5.4 percent. 

In April, new home sales 
recovered from a 10 percent dip 
in March, climbing 6.8 percent 
to a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 517,000. That's still 
below the 700,000 pace that 
economist say indicates a 
healthy market. 

Even so, sales of new U:S. 
homes are running 23.7 percent 
higher through the first four 
months of the year than the 
same period in 2014. 

Homebuilders also have 
benefited from a tight supply of 
available homes for sale, which 
has helped lift home prices. 
Over the past 12 months, the 
median sales price for new 
homes has risen 8.3 percent to 
$297,300.
